This is 
the best high school Southern Cali- 
fornia. It has a district of about 
one hundred and fifty square miles. 
It has fifty-one teachers, a number 
of them are technical teachers which 
is a great advantage. The principal 
is a splendid man and well fitted 
for his great work. In this school 
you can take two years of Junior 
College work.

The census of the United States 
will not be complete for the year 
‘1920 as present indications are that 
the people of Upland will not be 
counted. 

In spite of the above condition we 
are not very badly off, for where cen- 
sus enumerators are at work it is 
only being half done and towns with 
25,000 population will be given credit 
for about half that amount. The dif- 
ficulty seems to arise over the fact 
that enumeérators are given only so 
much per name and where the peo- 
ple are the thickest there the enum- 
erators operate because of the finan- 
cial result. 

The outcome is’rather hard to de- 
termine for. though numerous. cities 
are trying to get some action, district 
supervisors lay the blame on Wash- 
ington and Washington seems to be 
dead on the job, 80 indications are 
that the census of 1920 as far as real 
value is concerned will be nil.

him. The voluminous complaint 
bristles with startling allegations 
and accusations, and the immediate 
result of the filing of the com- 
plaint was the issuing of an order 
by Judge J. W. Curtis, citing John 
Gottstein of San Diego, Herbert C. 
Kelly, an attorney of San Diego, and 
Meyer C. Cohen of Los Angeles te 
appear and show cause..why a cer 
tain Terrens title certificate issued 
by Judge Curtis some time since,

land. Stewart alleges that Gott- 
stein and Kelly purposely and in- 
tentionally and ‘with design to de- 
fraud him took the partition pro- 
ceedings in the San Diego county 
court and omitted to make him a 
party defendant in the registration 
proceedings in the San Bernardino 
county court, and “did deliberately 
and intentionally conceal from the 
courts the ownership, right, title 
and interest and possession of Stew- 
art in and to the land.” 

It is further alleged that, after 
having secured the Torrens certifi- 
cate from the San Bernardino coun- 
ty superior court, Gottstein in Sep- 
tember last transferred his title to 
Meyer ©. Cohen of Los Angeles, 
who now appears as record owner of 
the tand under the Torrens proceed- 
ing.

Under Existing Legislation the 
Counties Have No Authority 
Either Singly or Collectively. 
Way Out Suggested.

QUESTION AS TO TORRENS 


Under the existing legislation the 
boards of supervisors of Orange, San 
Bernardino and Riverside counties 
have no authority, either singly or 
collectively, to appropriate money to 
pay the initial expense. of starting 
the big proposed flood control work 
from the mountains to the sea along 
the Santa Ana river. @he counties 
cannot expend money outside their 
boundaries. 

The opinion has been arrived at 
jointly by L. A. West, T. W. Duck- 
worth and Loyal C. Kelley, district 
attorneys respectively of Orange, San 
Bernardino and Riverside counties. 

A mass meeting was held several 
months ago at Anaheim to start the 
project, and the three district at- 
torneys now not only hold that the 
supervisors cannot ‘do constructive 
work of flood control nature outside 
their counties, but that the act un- 
der which it was proposed to or- 
ganize a district is unconstitutional. 

The opinion concluded: “As to the 
Conservatory Act of 1919, we beg 
leave to say that we have examined 
the same and are not satisfied as to 
the constitutionality of the act, be- 
cause of the suffrage qualifications 
therein contained and because of the 
basis of assessment therein set 
forth.” 

The opinion, it is believed, defl- 
nitely sets aside all possibility of the 
three counties acting jointly in the 
appropriation of money for flood con- 
trol -work,

AND COUNTY 15 
SUMMONED 


WAS PROMINENT IN POLI- 
TICS OF STATE ALL OF 
HIS LIFE 


Was Native Californian, Being: 
Born in San Francisco in 1859, 
Held Postmastership of San 
Bernardino for 16 Years. 





Waking from an afternoon sleep 
as he sat in his reclining chair at 4 
o'clock Wednesday, Stephen Francia 
Kelley, of San Bernardino, gasped 
for breath, his head fell back end 
then the heart stopped beating, and 
the battle for a return to health and 
strength which he had been gamely 
waging for a year against unequal 
odds, was lost. Death had won. As 
the news spread it shocked the en- 
tire county, for though it was well 
known to Mr. Kelley's close friends 
that such a sad message inight be 
the outcome, yet they had dared to 
hope with him that his rugged con- 
stitution would shake the malady 
which had laid hold on him. Almost 
a year ago Mr. Kelley developed 
asthma, suffering tremendously  se- 
vere, attacks at irregular intervals, 
but no satisfactory explanation of 
the cause of it was ever given. 

The physicians whom he consulted 
were of the opinion that the asthma 
was superinduced by some other con- 
dition, variously assigned, but each 
ercurring attack left him weaker, al- 
though he never seemed to lose his 
courage or his confidence that he 
would be able to conquer thg weak.

Active. in Politics 
For nearly 80 years, Mr, Kelley 
had been active, and ve

quick witted, generous. loyal to his 
friends and absolutely dependable, a 
thorough organizer, and a man of 
such forceful personality as to make 
him a leader ‘in any group with 
which he might be associated. He 
served aK postmaster in San Bernar- 
dino for 16 years, having been com- 
missioned by McKinley in 1898, by 
Roosevelt. in 1902 and 7906 and by 
Taft in 1910. 

For 20 years he was a prominent 
figure in state politics, and in the 
memorable senatorial deadlock in the 
legislature of 1899, he was one of 
the managers of the campaign to 
name U. 8. Grant, Jr., subsequently 
being active in the solution of the 
dealock which resulted in the elec- 
tion of Senator Thomas R. Bard. 

Native of tSate 

Stephen Francis Kelley was a na- 
tive of San Franicsco, being bom 
there December 26, 1859, He came 
of pioneer stock, for his father, John 
Kelley, a native of Ireland, came to 
San Francisco in 1848, five years be- 
fore the discovery of gold in Call- 
fornia.

STANDS WIFE ON. HEAD; DE- 
CREE GRANTED -HER 









Interesting figures covering the 
consumption of cotton during the lat- 
ter part of 1919, as compared with 
the previous year, have been issued 
by the federal authorities. 

Consumption was 490,698 bales dur- 
ing November compared with 465,611 
bales during November, 1918, and 2,- 
039,891 bales for the past four 
months, compared with 1,920,898 
bales for the corresponding period of 
1918. ‘The cotton on hand Novem- 
ber 30, 1919, was 1,643,065 bales in 
consuming establishments and 3,- 
987,496 bales in public storage and 
at compresses compared with = 1,- 
671,268 bales and 4,870,348 bales, re- 
spectively, on the corresponding 
date of 1918.

All the life of the Eskimos may be 
said to revolve around the family lamp, 
which makes it possible for them to 
dwell in an otherwise uninhabitable 
region.
